The Ox­ 
ford dictionary gives three instances 
of it from London directories of 1772, 
1801 and 1819, but does not notice that 
in 1762 one ".John Crowther. China­ 
man,” was gazetted bankrupt. "Chjgia- 
woman" in a similar sen-*- goes back 
to Den Johnson.—London Chronicle.
